;he poison, which is a non-volatile oil. 
does not evaporate or carry in the 
wind 
However, poison bearing pol- 


en may be carried by the winds. 


Many are immune to the poison of 


the ivy but for those who are espec- 
ally susceptible, each recurring sum- 
mer is likely to witness an attack un- 
ess all woods and fields are avoided- 
To the latter an out-door picnic is a 
peril to be shunned unless the ground 
is looked over carefully and assurance 
is given that no ivy grows there. Some 
affect to depreciate the suffering that 
a bad case of poisoning causes, but 
those who hold such views have never 
been afflicted to the extent of others, 
who because of experience would al- 
most as readily take chances with a 
rattlesnake.

They 
had four children including one nor- 
mal daughter, one nigh}; founded one 
and two night blinded sons.
